Cut Wormsin The 
Beet Fields 


About the end of October last 
year the Department of Agricul. 
ture at Edmonton issued a news- 
paper article which contained a 
short life history of the cut worms 
and web worms that were attack- 
ing the beet crop at that. time, 
Some specimens of the cut worm 
were collected by the Department 
for experiment, and from these it 
has been learned that probably 
very many of the cut worms in the 
fields are doomed before spring, 
Two enemies are attacking them 
a fungus disease and a clear wing- 
ed fly. This fiy lays its eggs in 
the body of the cut worm, in which 
the maggots which hatch out frow 
them live till they are full grown 
and ready to enter the pupal stage 
when they kill their host and come 
to the outside and spin their co- 
coons, 

These insect and fungus enemies 
are the means which nature pro- 
vides for keeping cut worms and 
creatures of that sort, in check and 
in the history of all insect ravages 
this is found to be thecase, In the 
economy of nature every creature 
has some euemy which preys upon 
it and ordinarily keeps it within 
bounds but occasionally “a time 
comes when, through an abundance 
of food or tor some. other reason 
they develop very rapidly and get 
away from the control of those 
agencies which keep them in check 
and they become a piague as _ they 
have in thiscase, As the plague 
increases so do the parasites which 
in a short time are able to regain 
the mastery, end we have a return 
to the normal condition again, 

It is gratifying te note that this 
is what is huppening now aud in a 
short time the. cut worms. plague 
will be a thing of the past, 
However, many ofthe cut worms 
are left, and there are quiteenough 
to destroy the young beet crop 
this spring unless something is done 
to prevent them.

000,000.00. 

Alberta’s share of this was very 
small and may easily be less, for

This paper has been accused 
of making a vicious attack upon 
Councilman Allen and impugn- 
ing his honesty. We deny the 
accusations and repeat that our 
attack was made uponthe prin- 
ciple of a public official mixing 
in public affairs to private advan- 
tage.

If the law shoula 
be made our moral as well as 
our legal code it would mean that 
we might have a condition of 
social rottenness and yet be legal- 
ly pure, We have no quarrel 
with legal morals our contention 
is against the principle of mixing 
public and private affairs. 

We are accused also of defam- 
ation of character and of casting 
aspersions upon a leading man in 
the community, in our use of the 
term “moral klepcomaniac.” We 
deny that accusation also but the 
principle of mixing public 
private affairs if pursued to its 
logical sequence would mean 
that as a man acquired position 
and used the advantage his posi- 
tions put him in possession of he 
would become a tyrant, and there 
is no tyranny worse than the muz- |
